Housing negotiations completed 


□ Groundbreaking 
to be held soon

LSUS students will not have to wait long 
for construction to begin on the LSUS student 
housing. Chancellor John Darling said recent- 

iy- 

“Everything has cleared,” Darling said, “It's 
just a matter of the developer pulling a spade 
in the ground." 

In June, 1991, former Gov, Buddy Rocmer 
signed a bill removing a statute from the 
University’s charter prohibiting the construc¬ 
tion of dormitories or other student housing 
facilities. The adm ini stmt ion was then faced 
with three options: privately funded housing, 
issuance of state-approved bonds, or state 
funding. By January, the Louisiana Board of 
Regents had approved a measure that would 
allow Century 

Development, Inc., based out of Houston, to 
build, finance, own and operate a student hous¬ 
ing facility on land leased from LSUS. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice chancellor of stu¬ 
dent affairs, said the housing venture will be at 
no cost to LSUS, and the University is only 
contributing the land. 

“It’s a ground lease, and it's for 40 years " 
she said. After which lime, all improvements 
will revert back to the University. 

“If we decide (then] that we don’t want 
them, then the developers would have to revert 
the land back to its original condition ” Raines 
said. But she does not anticipate this action. 

The student housing, however, will not be 
of the “dorm” variety, she said. The word 
“dorm” should be taken out of the vocabulary 
when referring to the student housing, she said. 


“Nobody wants to live in dorms anymore,” 
Raines said. Even from the beginning, she said 
that LSUS had never intended to build dorms 
of the traditional sense. 

LSUS student housing will be a S5.I million 
complex located on a 6.5 acre site along 
Youree Drive on the northwest comer of the 
campus. The apartment-like housing will 
range from one-bedroom units with full 
kitchens to four- bedroom suites. 

But even though the housing will be pri¬ 
vately operated, Raines said the University will 


have a hand in how the apartments arc man¬ 
aged. A committee from LSUS will be 
appointed to interact with the apartment man¬ 
agement. 

The date for an official groundbreaking cer¬ 
emony has not been set, as yet Darling said he 
is waiting until the end of the Tax Convention 
so that several of the legislators who were 
instrumental in helping remove the restrictive 
statute may attend. Tenatively, however, the 
ceremony will be held at the end of this month. 
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LSUS, Tech 
engineer 2+2

Mindful of a slumping economy 
and a bleak job market, LSUS and 
Louisiana Tech have decided to pul 
aside past differences in order to 
aid area students. 

The “2 + 2” program, which 
began this fall, is the first in a series 
of programs designed cooperatively 
by the two universities. 

Under this program, engineering 
students will be able to attend 
LSUS for their first two years and 
then transfer to Tech to complete 
the remaining degree work. It is 
anticipated ihai more students will 
pursue an engineering career if they 
can stay at home to do so. 

According to Dr, Ronald Martin, 
acting dean of the college of sci¬ 
ences, this program will “definitely 
help the state’s economy because 
scientists and engineers are a very 
critical work force that attracts 
industries. Engineers hardly ever 
lack for a job." 

Plans are being made to offer 
one or two engineering courses at 
LSUS, but there arc no long-term 
plans for an independent engineer¬ 
ing program. 

Twelve students arc enrolled in 
the program this semester. 

Another program, which is in 
the final stages of completion, is 
the fifth year architecture program. 
This would allow Tech architecture 
students lo finish their final year at 
LSUS. According to Dr. Nancy 
Belck, vice chancellor for academic 
affairs, “they architecture students 
need the Shreveport area so they 
can intern with architectural firms 
here*" • .. -

Vocalist Billy Haskins* guitarist 
Carey X, bassist John Parker and 
drummer Shane Savage recently 
nvade headlines when Shreveport 
Parks arid Recitation officials cun- 
cdied a free concert this summer 
that featured Society and five other 
bands. 

SPAR officials cancelled the 
show in response to a parent's com¬ 
plaint about a flyer ihaL billed the 
concert as a “music festival and free 
speech rally” maintaining that the 
park was not zoned for a "fasti vaP" 
and that the bamj had not filed the 
proper paperwork for such an event. 

Despite lire hand's offers to tile 
the necessary permits and meetings 


with SPAR personnel, the show 
failed lo come about ‘They didn’t 
want to hear our side,'’ said 
Haskins, an LSUS English major. 
'‘They just cancelled us outright” 

The band considered legal 
action, but eventually decided 
against il, 

“It wouldn't have been to our 
advantage ” continued Haskins. “So 
we've decided to just concentrate on 
writing new material and record¬ 
ing," he said, adding that Society 
hopes to enter the studio by 
Christmas. 

Willi a sound described by gui¬ 
tarist Carey X, a junior English/pub- 
lie relations major, as “the worst 
elements of death metal and punk 
with heavy political overtones/* 
Society of the Damned shakes a fist 
at the evils of the world. “My lyrics 
are fueled by a misanthropic rant 
against government, police, and 
religion," he said. 

“Sam's Funeral” is a prime 
example, a song that laments the 



death of the American Dream and 
singles out instances of hypocrisy 
and corruption in today's institu¬ 
tions. 

“When the Fuse Bums Away” is 
a chilling description of a police 
officer struggling with the stress of 
the job, who reaches the breaking 
point and snaps.

As the bitter hattle over which 
presidential candidate is better 
qualified for the White House 
heats up, LSUS is launching a 
series of' conferences on some of 
the men who have made that 
office so coveted. 

The conferences on America' 
^greatest presidents will be held 
every three years here. Presidents 
to be spotlighted will be chosen 
in order of descending popularity 
as determined by public polls. 

“Abraham Lincoln: His life, 
times, and legacy,” a two-day 
conference which is free to the 
public, kicks off the series on 
Sept 17 at the LSUS University 
Center, 

Among those scheduled to 
speak arc Mayor Hazel 
Beard,Chancellor John Darling, 
and Emmy award-winning actor 
Richard Blake. 

Blake will actually assume the 
character of Lincoln, stovetop hat 
and all. According to Dr. William 
Pederson, director of the confer¬ 
ence, Blake is "truly outstanding 
as Lincoln. He has the same per¬ 
sonality naturally.” 

Pederson also stressed that 
great strides have been made to 
ensure that there will be some¬ 
thing to interest every individual.

“This is not meant as a stufly con¬ 
ference meant for scholars," he 
.said. “This conference is not only 
for scholars, but for the public, 
students and faculty,” 

The conference, which is being 
hosted jointly with Southern 
University-BR, is the largest to 
ever be held on the LSUS cam¬ 
pus. It is also the first Lincoln 
conference to be held in a deep- 
South slate. 

Il is also quite an achievement 
for LSUS and Shreveport that the 
conference is being held here. 
According to Pederson, many 
scholars had doubts that people 
would come to a medium-sized 
city like Shreveport. Yet he also 
pointed out that “during this pres¬ 
idential election, the Ark-La-Tex 
has been the focus of three out of 
four presidential candidates. 

This is Louisiana's input to the 


1992 campaign —a more intel¬ 
lectual input/ 1 

With the upcoming presiden¬ 
tial election in mind, Pederson 
further stated that “most 
Americans don't have a very clear 
basis on which to choose their 
presidents. This conference is to 
help the public identify what a 
great leader is, so it might help 
them in their selection process ” 

In the upcoming weeks before 
the conference, the Division of 
Continuing Education and Public 
Service will show videos about 
Lincoln in Bronson Hall 465, 

The Division of Continuing 
Education and Public Service is 
sponsoring the conference along 
with the Student Activities Board, 
the Abraham Lincoln 
Association, and the Student

Recycling helps make money 
for LSUS scholarship fund

* It’s hard to believe that everyday 
' garbage could be worth some cash, 
but in the trash heaps of Shreveport, 
LSUS may have found a gold mine. 

The Shreveport Regional 
Recycling Center recently linked up 
with the LSUS recycling committee 
so members of the community can 
pitch in their recyclable goods and 
ask for the proceeds to be donated to 
the scholarship fund. 

“It's going to help the environ¬ 
ment, it’s going to save all of these 
scarce resources, it'll save some 
trees and we can make a little 
money for the scholarship program," 
said Dr. Gloria Raines, vice-chan¬ 
cellor of student affairs. 

The scholars fund, started last 
year, is funded strictly through 
donations from the community. This 
year 160 scholarships, totaling 
$240,000, were awarded from this 
fund. 

Requirements for these scholar¬ 
ships include a good GPA, good 
ACT scores and some financial 
need, “il is designed to allow good 


students to go to school here and f or 
us to be able to be competitive and 
bring them in. But it's all being done 
by private money ” Raines said. 

Recycling on campus is limited 
to recycling white office paper on a 
voluntary basis. Bins are set up in 
each building to collect the paper. 
The recycling centers arc located at 
555 Aero Drive and 600 W. 62nd 
Street. They are open Tuesday 
through Friday from 7 a.m, to 5:30 
p.m. and Saturday from 8 a.m. to 2 
p.m. Items accepted include news¬ 
paper, white paper, mixed paper, 
clear and colored glass, steel and 
aluminum cans, appliances, and 
plastic milk jugs and soft-drink 
cans.

sive and defensive sides. Despite a 
decisive win over No Dung, 
Outcasts didn't play well in Lhe 
championship game. 

According to Rensink, the 
change in leadership will help also. 
He said Wood will bring much 
needed leadership and "organiza¬ 
tion" to the Intramural Supervisor 
position. 

Wood is no stranger to the 
Intramural program, having both 
competed and officiated the league 
in the past.

Politician’s rhetoric tedious, 
voters need honest change 

Democratic vicc-presidcniial candidate, Al Gore, made a swing 
through Shreveport last Wednesday on his way to stump the 
Clinlon/Gorc ticket in Baton Rouge and New Orleans, And while in 
Shreveport he addressed some students at Captain Shrcvc High 
School. 

But "addressed" may be a strong description for what went on at 
Shrevc. "Command performance” is a better description. Sen. Gore 
answered some of their questions on ccomomics, abortion, race rela¬ 
tions and college loans, but of course, these questions had previously 
been submitted to Gore's advance team. Sounds a little like a staged 
performance, doesn't it? 

No one really believes that Gore came to Shreveport because he 
wanted to know what was on the minds of about 100 high school stu¬ 
dents. It was a photo opportunity, and a chance to say thanks to the 
hardworking volunteers down al the Clinlon/Gorc campaign office 

— a chance to sway some of those fence-sillers in his favor. 

So he did what he had to do. He got his front page coverage in 
The Times, and ail three channels in town made him the lead story. 
Media exposure, that’s the ticket for his ticket. Perhaps he won a few 
voles. Perhaps one of those high school students wilt persuade his or 
her Mom or Dad to vote for the Clinion/Gore ticket in November, 
Perhaps someone out there thinks that since he came to little of 
Shrcvcpon, he must be a pretty good guy. 

But this brings up a bigger question, one that many voters may be 
asking already. Why doesn’t Gore — or any candidate for dial matter 

— just come out with off-the-cuff exposition? 

Why doesn't Gore just say, “I’m younger. I'm better looking, and 
I’m not going to have a coronary in office." Voters would probably 
appreciate the honesty. 

A few burning questions must be asked: Do politicians ever do 
anything without a rehearsal? Do politicians think the voting public 
is loo dense to know when they arc being led rhetoric? Do politi¬ 
cians understand the concept of honesty? 

To give politicians the benefit of the doubt, it would be fair to say 
that they cannot feasibly practice every answer. Many a politician 
has soundly tucked his foot in his mouth, and more than once. But is 
it loo much for the people to ask that a politician be an original 
thinker 1 ? Is it unfair of voters to ask the candidate prove that he can 
think on his feet? 

It is not too much to ask for a politician to answer Questions on 
policies and standards of practice. They arc trained in persuasive 
techniques. They have the answers, voters just need to be able to ask 
the questions without an advance team approving it. 

U is not loo much to ask for a politician to-be honest. The answer 
of “1 don't know,” might be very refreshing after a campaign of 
rehearsed answers to every question imaginable. 

Politicians have been filling our ears with the same old messages 
for months. It is time for a change — change not only with the ques¬ 
tions and answer period, but with the entire process of campaigning. 
It is not too late to expect 100 percent honesty. 
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Honest Abe Lincoln’s contributions 
slighted by historians, economists 


I think Vvc always been a Ian of 
Abraham Lincoln, allhough I don’t 
know exactly why. Perhaps Unlay it 
is because I can relate to him on a 
couple of points: a) I can’t grow a 
mustache cither, b) 1, too, often 
resort to doing homework on the 
hack of a shovel. 

Obviously, there arc numerous 
reasons to focus admiration toward 
Lincoln. Not the least of which was 
his penchant for humor, or his able 
leadership, or any number of his 
positive personality traits that has 
endured history. 

One should also note that, 
despite the inner turmoil it created, 
he had one of the most renowned 
and beloved facial blemishes that 
side of Gorbachev. 

My earliest associations with 
Lincoln did not arise from my edu¬ 
cational experiences, as one would 
expect. In fact, ;lhcy go ati the way 
back to my preschool days. Of 
great significance to me then was 
not the Lincoln fiscal policies, nor 
the Lincoln urban development pro¬ 
grams. It was the Lincoln logs. 
Unfortunately, these playtime faves 
nearly shot a fatal blow (apologies) 
to my underdeveloped and highly 
impressionable picture of history. 
How many cabins and forts did L as 
a lil 1 runt, build with Mr Lincoln’s 
own lumber and anachronistically 





surround with little green army 
men? 

It took until the eighth grade for 
it to sink in that the Civil War was 
not won with tiny green machine 
guns and giant yellow dump trucks. 
Imagine my shock when I learned 
that Sherman did not sack Atlanta 
riding atop a huge Slinky, and that 
he never once consulted a Boba Feu 
action figure. 

Thanks to the efforts of many 
Lincoln-loving history teachers, I 
began to foster a fondness for the 
man as well as a profound respect 
for his magnanimous contributions 
to and from the office of President. 
Who can forget his fiery speech at 
Gettysburg, at once eulogizing dead 
Union soldiers and re-inventing the 
driving foundation of America? 
Who will challenge his place in his- 
tory as the determined force behind 
the freeing of an enslaved race? 


Who would refute his historic 
importance when, after all. he is the 
reason behind all of those Scars 
white sales in mid-February?

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Paying for alumni membership 
means getting special privileges

They paid their dues once to get 
their degrees. Today LSUS alumni 
pay their dues and they get special 
privileges. 

This semester, the LSUS Alumni 
Association began its II concen¬ 
trated effort- to get members 
involved. 

In the past, alumni were asked to 
pay dues, but received no direct 
benefits from doing so. Now, an 
annual payment of $20 dues allows 
alumni members full privileges in 
the Campus Federal Credit Union 
and the Noel Memorial Library. 

Members receive discounts on 
items at the LSUS bookstore, on 
Continuing Education courses, 
Pilots 1 basketball tickets and even 
Shreveport Symphony season tick¬ 


ets, Other campus services, such as 
counseling and Lhc Health Sl 
Physical Education Recreation pro¬ 
gram, arc available to the alumni 
members on a limited basis. 

Mike Woods, LSUS class of 
1975 and member of the alumni 
board of directors, reminds other 
alumni that the university played a 
major part in their lives. ,l Wc got a 
good education for very little 
money," Woods said. “When we 
needed a place, the university was 
here for us. 'Now the university 
needs us and we can become alum¬ 
ni association members for a very 
nominal yearly fee*” 

Woods said that the alumni 
association budget has been slashed 
because of funding cuts throughout 
the university system in Louisiana. 
He added the alumni association is 
one place where all graduates Can 


help make a difference. 

David Finck, president of the 
association, said the board meets 
monthly to update records and tend 
to bookkeeping functions. Four 
Limes each year, the alumni 
newsletter, is mailed to more than 
6.000 LSUS alumni. The annual 
dues will be used to cover these 
operating expenses. 

“At other universities, an aver¬ 
age of 18 percent of the alumni pay 
dues to cover operating expenses,” 
Finck said. "Our goal for 1992-93 is 
10 percent participation, or 600 
dues-paying members.” 

Phyllis Graham, LSUS director 
of alumni affairs, is writing person¬ 
al letters to past board members to 
start the membership campaign. 
She plaits ,lo get more alumni 
involved to expand the membership 
drive.
